Applicant's amendment of 02-06-04 has overcome the previous 103 rejection based on 
Schall et. al. (US 6,559,160 Bl) by canceling claims 31, 53, 56-59, and 61-64. Thus, said 
rejection is withdrawn herein. Claim 54 is now an independent claim, therefore obviates the 
previous objection. Claim 60 is amended to correct the dependency. No new matter is noted. 
With no other outstanding rejection, claims 54, 55, 60, 65, and 66 are allowed. 

Reason for Allowance 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The invention is drawn to compounds of quinazolinone 
substituted at the 2 nd position with -(CR 2 R2')-N(R4)-CH 2 -R r , 
and their pharmaceutical compositions. The closest reference, 
Schall et. al. (previously cited), teaches quinazolinone compounds 
with such a side chain. However, the disclosed genus does not 
have a phenyl, heterocyclyl or naphthyl group at the position 
corresponding to the instant R3'. Thus, said reference does not 
anticipate or render obvious the instant invention.
